the  Tickhill  Urban  District  Council, 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  the  pleasure  of  submitting  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  for  the  year  1962. 

The  environm  ental  health  service,  the  function  of  this  local 
authority,  and  the  personal  health  service,  the  function  of  the  West 
Riding  County  Council,  continue  to  be  integrated  satisfactorily. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  year  show 

(1)  An  increase  in  the  population  by  1  0  to  2,600. 

(2)  The  birtlB  increased  from  32  to  46. 

(3)  There  were  40  deaths  in  the  district  as  compared  with  32  in  1961, 
Twelve  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  heart  and  circulatory  diseases, 
whilst  10  deaths  were  due  to  cancer,  two  being  cancer  of  the  lung. 

(4)  No  deaths  occurred  due  to  childbirth. 

(5)  One  death  occurred  in  a  child  under  one  year  of  age. 

(6)  The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  again  low.  No  cases 
of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  occurred. 

Further  reports  have  been  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  the 
unfitness  of  certain  houses  in  the  district  and  decisions  are  awaited  on 
the  future  of  these  houses. 

The  possibility  of  flooding  in  the  centre  of  the  town  in  times  of 
heavy  rainfall  is  receiving  the  attention  of  the  Council. 
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Included  in  the  report  are  remarks  oil  the  personal  health  services 
provided  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  The  home  help  service  has 
been  extended  to  include  a  night -sitter  service  in  terminal  cases  of  illness 
to  relieve  the  burden  on  the  relatives. 

The  Council  have  decided  on  the  erection  of  bungalo-ws  for  aged 
people.  Along  with  this  project  advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  scheme 
which  the  West  Riding  County  Council  pay  the  cost  of  a  warden  service 
for  the  aged  and  the  erection  of  a  small  communal  recreation  room. 

This  service  has  been  most  successfully  established  in  neighbouring 
districts  and  is  a  service  much  appreciated  by  these  ’’senior  citizens^*^. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks ^  Mr,  Chairman^  to  you  and 
the  members  of  the  Committee  for  their  courteous  reception  of  my  reports 
and  to  all  officials  of  the  Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

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One  house  in  the  district  is  served  by  a  connection  to  the 
Worksop  Rural  District  Council  supply  and  a  sample  from  the  source  also 
proved  to  be  satisfactory „ 

Two  samples  were  taken  from  private  boreholes  in  the  same 
area  and  these  also  gave  good  results. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL: 

This  service  is  controlled  by  your  Surveyor,  There  is  little 
difference  from  the  report  as  submitted  last  year.  Difficulties  in  levels 
prevent  the  sewering  of  the  Lind  rick  area  and  the  difficulties  due  to 
overloading  in  the  combined  sewer  in  times  of  heavy  rainfall  still  exist 
in  the  town  centre.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  engaged 
a  consultant  engineer  to  fully  investigate  and  report  upon  the  sewerage 
system  and  this  report  is  expected  in  early  1963, 

LAND  DRAINAGE: 

Last  year^'s  report  referred  to  the  potential  flooding  problem 
of  Paper  Mill  Dyke  and  Mill  Dam,  Following  a  meeting  between  interested 
parties  in  mid-year  the  Trent  River  Board  kindly  offered  technical 
assistance  in  surveying  the  problem  ,  A  comprehensive  report  with 
recommendations  was  being  considered  by  the  Council  at  the  end  of 
the  year. 

In  the  interim  period  Lord  Scarborough  had  m  ost  kindly 
donated  the  picturesque  Mill  Dam  to  the  township* 
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SECTION  D, 


HOUSING: 

During  the  year  representations  were  made  in  respect  of  seventeen 
unfit  house  So  (excluding  the  Castlegate  re«development  scheme). 
Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  seven  cases;  undertakings  to  render  fit 
were  accepted  in  2  cases  and  the  future  of  the  remaining  eight  was  not 
settled  at  the  end  of  the  year.  At  the  commencement  of  the  year  some 
seven  houses  subject  to  demolition  orders  were  still  occupied^  and  even 
including  the  1962  programme  figures  ^  the  overall  total  had  been  reduced 
to  eight  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Several  of  these  outstanding  cases  are 
aged  people  who  are  awaiting  the  aged  persons  housing  development 
schem  e. 

W  ith  respect  to  the  suggested  Castlegate  Improvement  Scheme 
the  Council  had  requested  the  County  Planning  Officer  to  prepare  a 
suitable  development  layout  for  consideration  and  a  decision  on  this  matter 
was  awaited  at  the  end  of  the  year 

Standard  Improvement  Grants. 

Fourteen  applications  for  standard  grants  were  made  during  the 
year;  three  of  these  were  approved  and  completed.  A  further  three 
which  had  been  approved  in  the  previous  year  were  also  completed^ 

The  Council  decided  to  operate  the  discretionary  improvement 
grant  scheme  during  the  year  under  review  but  no  application  had  been 
received  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing 

This  service  is  controlled  by  your  Surveyor. 

The  weekly  domestic  refuse  collection  cycle  was  maintained, 
some  86 1  premises  being  serviced.  A  great  improvement  in 
collection  methods  resulted  following  the  acquisition  of  a  new  10  cubic 
yard  side -loader;  the  previous  vehicle  (a  dual  purpose  open  lorry), 
being  difficult  to  operate  hygienically  in  turbulent  weather. 

Unforeseen  difficulties  prevented  the  utilisation  of  the  new  tip 
in  1962.  Planning  approval  has  been  obtained  and  the  necessary  lease 
obtained  in  respect  of  the  new  tip,  however,  and  1963  should  see  the 
transfer  completed. 
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The  Council  continued  to  supply  dustbins  in  accordance  with 
Section  75  (3)  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  an  annual  charge  of 
7/ 6d  being  made. 

Sanitary  Accommodation. 

There  was  little  change  from  the  position  as  shown  in  last 
year’s  report.  Several  of  the  pails  were  converted  to  W.C.’s  and 
septic  tanks  by  means  of  the  standard  grant  scheme. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS^ 

The  activity  engendered  by  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act  continued  throughout  the  year  and  temporary  site 
licences  are  operative  in  respect  of  some  seven  caravans.  In  one 
case  where  a  caravan  had  an  existing  use  action  had  to  be  taken  to 
obtain  compliance  with  site  licence  conditions. 

The  Council  had  also  received  a  number  of  applications  from 
persons  desirous  of  residing  on  the  local  authority  site  which  was  under 
construction  at  the  year  end.  This  site,  which  will  accommodate  some 
36  caravans  is  built  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  Model  Standards 
and  is  provided  with  an  amenity  block  containing  a  laundry,  hot  water, 
washing  and  sanitary  accommodation  and  showers.  Each  standing 
to  be  provided  with  individual  water,  electricity  and  drainage  connections. 
The  bad  weather  of  the  1962  winter  held  up  progress  and  occupation  of 
the  site  is  not  likely  before  mid-1963.

Slaughterhouses  Act^  1958, 

There  is  one  licensed  slaughterhouse  in  the  urban  area,  this  being 
completely  modernised  in  196lo  Conditions  were  satisfactory  throughout 
the  year. 

Two  licences  to  slaughter  animals  pursuant  to  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  Acts  are  in  force  in  the  district.

Prevention  of  Pannage  by  Pests  Act. 

The  Council  have  no  full-time  rodent  operative  but  utilise  the 
services  of  the  rodent  control  service  of  an  adjoining  authority,  Doncaster 
R.D.Co  ,  a  charge  being  made  on  a  proportionate  rateable  value  basis.  In 
this  manner  all  complaints  are  dealt  with  expeditiously.  Six  of  the  local 
farmers  hold  annual  contracts  with  the  local  authority  for  rodent  control 
treatment.

Food  premises 

Three  Ipremises  are  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955  for  the  manufacture  of  meat  products.  In  all 
there  are  some  32  food  premises  in  the  district  and  hygienic 
conditions  are  generally  good.  Two  samples  of  made  up  meat  products 
were  taken,  one  being  reported  upon  satisfactorily  and  the  second  (a  brawn) 
giving  only  a  moderate  result.  Further  samples  taken  at  the  source  of 
production  in  an  adjoining  district  proved  satisfactory.
